OPERATING INSTRUCTIONS 

FAILURE TO OBEY A SAFETY WARNING MAY 
RESULT IN INJURY TO YOU OR TO OTHERS. 


3. Pivot the barrel upward until it locks with the frame. 

4, Hold the rear of the forend against the frame, insert 
screw and tighten. (See figure 2). 


ALWAYS KEEP THE MUZZLE POINTED IN A 
SAFE DIRECTION. 

Do not use live ammunition until you familiarize your¬ 
self thoroughly with these operating instructions. Get 
used to the fed of operating the mechanism of your new 
rifle/shotgun. Know the feel and effort needed to oper¬ 
ate the action, to pull the trigger and to place the ham¬ 
mer into the SAFE POSITION. The hammer on t his 
rifle/shotgun is in the SAFE POSITION when it is in 
the forward position with a space between the selector 
and the firing pins and the cross bolt hammer block pro¬ 
trudes from the right side of the frame. When carried in 
this manner the firing pin does not contact the shell 
primer. The gun should he carried at all times with the 
hammer in the safe position until ready to shoot. 



TO DISASSEMBLE GUN 

MAKE SURE THE GUN IS UNLOADED. 


TO ASSEMBLE GUN 

1. Be sure hammer is in the safe position. 

2. While holding the rear portion of the gun in one 
hand and the barrel in the other, link the barrel lug 
into the front of the frame. (See figure 1). The barrel 
and frame are a matched set from the factory. 

SWITCHING BARRELS OR FRAMES MAY RESULT 

IN SERIOUS DAMAGE OR BODILY INJURY 


1. Be sure hammer is in the safe position. 

2. To remove the forend. remove screw, then grasp the 
front of the forend and pull the forend aw ay from the 
barrel. (See figure 2), 

3. Securely grasp barrel and action, then open the 
action by pressing top lever to right or left and push 
down barrel, rotating the barrel down and out of the 
frame. 



DO NOT OPEN OR CLOSE ACTION WHEN HAM¬ 
MER IS COCKED. 

SAFETY INSTRUCTIONS 

Crossbolt Hammer Block (Safety) 

Protection from accidental discharge is prov ided by car¬ 
rying the firearm with the hammer block in the "on" 
position, that is. projecting from the right side of the 
trame. Always carry gun with the hammer in the safe 
carrying position and the hammer block in the "on" posi¬ 
tion. When you are ready to fire the gun, alter cocking 
hammer, move erassbolt to the left exposing the red 
band w hich indicates die firing position. ( See figure 3). 
If for any reason you do not fire the gun. move cross- 






bolt to the right concealing the red band before lower¬ 
ing the hammer to a safe earn ing position. In addition 
to the hammer block safety, a notch is also provided to 
intercept the hammer if the hammer is unintentionally 
released before reaching the cocked position.

TO LOAD 

1. Be sure the hammer is in the safe carrying position. 

2. Be sure the crossbolt hammer block is in the "ON 
safe position. 

3. Open action. 

4. Look through the barrel from the breech end to be 
certain that it is clear of any obstruction. Do not 
point your firearm at any person at any time. Be sure 
to look around you so that someone does not cross in 
front of the firearm. 

5 . With the muzzle pointed in a safe direction and safe 
to be discharged, insen shells into the chambers and 
dose the action. 


TO UNCOCK OR UNLOAD 
WITHOUT FIRING 

1. Be sure the crossboll hammer block is in the "ON 1 
or safe position, 

2. With the muzzle pointed in a safe direction, maintain 
a firm grip on the hammer with the thumb, pull trig¬ 
ger while carefully lowering the hammer until it is in 
the safe position. Open the action and remove 
shells. 

TO CARRY 

Obstructions of all kinds and sizes are dangerous and 
could result in unintended burstings that could result in 
injury. A barrel does not have to be completely blocked 
to cause a barrel rupture. 

DO NOT PERMIT THE MUZZLE TO DIP INTO 
MUD. SNOW OR WATER. DO NOT THRUST THE 
BARREL INTO A THTCKET BECAUSE OF THE 
POSSIBILITY OF LODGING A TWIG IN THE 
BORE. MUD. SNOW AND AN INFINITE VARIETY 
OF OTHER OBJECTS MAY INADVERTENTLY 
LODGE IN THE BARREL. 

Tire gun should always be carried with the hammer in 
the safe position and the safety “ON” (Projecting from 
the rights side of the frame). 

TO SELECT BARREL FOR FIRLNG 

1. Your rifle/shotgun is provided with a convenient 
selector built into the hammer. To select the upper or 
lower banrel. move the selector button to the upper 
or lower position as indicated by arrows on both 
ddes of the hammer. ( See figure 4). Selection should 
be made with the hammer in the uncocked position. 



TO FIRE 

DO NOT COCK HAMMER UNTIL YOU ARI 
READY TO FIRE. DO NOT COCK HAMMEI 
UNTIL YOU ARE READY TO SHOOT WHAT IS !> 
FRONT OF YOUR FIREARM. KEEP THE CROSS

DO NOT USE MILITARY 5.56mm AMMUN1TIO 
INSTEAD OF .223 REMINGTON. 






Keep fingers out of trigger guard until ready to fire. Be 
sure to look around you so that someone does not cross 
in front of your firearm. 

With firm thumb pressure on hammer spur, draw ham¬ 
mer fully rearward to cocked position. Firmly place the 
gun to your shoulder, move hammer block to fire posi¬ 
tion. take aim, and place your finger lightly on the trig¬ 
ger. When on target, pull the trigger. 

ALWAYS LEAVE THE HAMMER IN THE SAFE 
POSITION EXCEPT WHEN FIRING. ALWAYS * 
LEAVE THE HAMMER BLO\CK SAFETY ON, 
EXCEPT WHEN FIRING. 

TO STORE YOUR FIREARM 

Never store a loaded gun and always keep a trigger lock 
provided on your stored firearm to prevent accidental 
use by children and other unauthorized users. 

CHOKE TUBE IDENTIFICATION 

Markings on Savage choke tubes follow the practice of 
using notches on the outer edge of the tube so that 
choke tube identification can be accomplished with the 
choke lubes installed in the barrel.

CHOKE TUBE INSTALLATION 

Be sure firearm is unloaded. 

1. Be sure hammer is in safe position. 

2. Be sure hammer block safety is on. 


3. Open the gun and check to see that it is not loaded 
and leave open while changing choke tubes. 

4. Before installing tube be certain threads and seat for 
tube are clean, free of debris and not damaged. 

5. Install tube using wrench supplied. When tube con¬ 
tacts seat in barrel tighten snuggly against seat. 

Failure to seat tube properly can allow gas and or shot 
to flow between tube and barrel and act as an obstruc¬ 
tion force which can ruin tube and or barrel and result 
in injury, 

NOTE: ADJUSTMENTS MADE TO THE TRIGGER 
ASSEMBLY MUST BE PERFORMED BY AN 
AUTHORIZED GUNSMITH. IMPROPER ADJUST¬ 
MENTS WILL VOID THE WARRANTY AND MAY 
RESULT IN RENDERING THE FIREARM UNSAFE. 


TEN COMMANDMENTS OF FIREARMS SAFETY 
A good hunter is a safe hunter. He knows there is no 
place for horseplay in hunting. He learns and obeys the 
commandments of firearms safety and insists that his 
companions know and follow them too. 

Every hunter - whether novice or experienced oul- 
doorsman - should review these commandments before 
each hunting season to be sure that his gun handling, 
both at home and in the field, sets a good example for 
others. 

1. Don't rely on your gun's safety. Treat every gun as if 
it were loaded and ready to lire, install gun lock 
when not in use. 

2. Don't shoot unless absolutely sure of your target and 
what is beyond it. 


3. Always be sure the barrel is clear of obstructions. 
Only carry ammunition of the proper size for the gun 
you are using. 

4. Never point your gun at anything you do not want to 
shoot. Watch your muzzle so the other person does¬ 
n't have to. 

5. Never leave your gun unattended unless you unload 
it first. 

6. Avoid alcoholic beverages both before and during 
shooting. 

7. Never carry a loaded gun when you climb a tree, 
cross a fence, jump a ditch or go through areas 
where you are apt to slip or trip. 

8. Never shoot al a hard, flat surface or the surface of 
water. Make sure you have a safe backstop. 

9. Carry only empty guns, taken down or with the 
action open, into your camp, car or home. 

10. Store locked guns and ammunition separately, 
beyond the reach of children. 

It is strongly recommended that shooting glasses and 
hearing protection be worn at all times and that a trig¬ 
ger lock is installed when not in use. 

IMPORTANT - Savage firearms are designed, manu¬ 
factured and proof-tested for use with fresh factory 
loaded ammunition. Improperly loaded shells are dan¬ 
gerous. Savage does not assume responsibility for dam¬ 
ages or injury caused by reloads or improperly loaded 
ammunition. This firearm has been manufactured to 
Savage specifications. Savage recommends against and 
is not responsible for alterations or modifications not 
made by Savage factory personnel or for the replace¬ 
ment of any parts with pans not of Savage manufacture. 
This firearm should not be used with broken, missing or 
altered nans 


HOW TO CARE FOR YOUR FIREARM 

Protect your firearm with good gun care products. To 
help assure trouble-free performance, it is important 
periodically, to open the action and push a patch, moist¬ 
ened with a good solvent through the barrel. Push a 
brass brush, soaked in solvent through the entire length 
of the bore several times, using long even strokes. Push 
clean patches through the bore in the same manner until 
the last patch comes out unsoiled. Then push a lightly 
oiled patch through the entire length of the bore. Brush 
or blow any residue from action area. Also with a brush 
and solvent dean the breech face and extractors. Wipe 
dry all metal parts and oil lishdv. NOTE: DO NOT OIL 
LOCKING BOLT AS THIS MAY CAUSE ACTION 
TO PARTIALLY OPEN. SEE NUMBER 5.1 ON 
PARTS DIAGRAM. 

It is your responsibility to take proper care of your 
firearm. We cannot be responsible for any damage to 
the finish or mechanism due to lack of care and mainte¬ 
nance. 

Check bore at this point for possible obstructions. 

Between seasons, apply a coat of oil to the bore and 
metal parts and store in a dry place. DO NOT PLUG 
THE BARREL or store in a case that is made of a fab¬ 
ric or material which will absorb the lubricant from the 
rifle. NOTE DO NOT OIL LOCKING BOLT AS 
THIS MAY CAUSE ACTION TO PARTIALLY OPEN. 
SEE NUMBER 5.1 ON PARTS DIAGRAM. 

FURTHER CARE 

This firearm should be checked periodically by a com¬ 
petent gunsmith to insure proper operation and replace¬ 
ment of anv worn or damaged pans. 


DIE TO THE DIFFERENT BULLET TRAJECTO¬ 
RIES, THE RIFLE AND SHOTGUN WILL NOT 
HAVE THE SAME LMPACT POINT. 

SIGHT ADJUSTMENTS 

To raise or lower point of impact, raise or lower rear 
sight blade. To adjust windage left or right, move rear 
sight blade left or right. The point of impact of the bul¬ 
let will always move in the same direction that the rear 
sight blade is moved.
